MORE LIVES LOST.

SOUTH AFRICAN NEWS. 

London, August 4,~ Colonel Stewart, 
Commanding the Jolanuesbury Monnted 
Rifles, by a night march surprised a Kner 
larger near Amversfort and took twenty-one 
prisuners and 35) cattle.
